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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


School Bises 


During a discussion on school bus transportation at 
last week’s school committee meeting, one thing was 
made certain: there is going to be a stop to freeloading 
on the buses. 

School department regulations set forth that children 
attending elementary schools and who live more than one 
mile from the school door, will be carried to and from 
school by bus. Students enrolled in the high and junior 
high schools will be provided transportation if their homes 
are one and one-half miles from the schools. 

School officials go to great lengths to insure that the 
distances they establish are accurate. An Andover police 
cruiser, with a calibrated speedometer, is used to deter- 
mine what areas come within the transportation zones. 

This is an important procedure. It establishes without 
any doubt the actual street, or walking distance between 
the schools and the homes. It’s a lot different from some- 
one taking a map and using a compass to draw a general 
mile, or mile and one-half distance from the schools. 

It goes without saying, that there are instances where 
the measured distance may end at the driveway between 
two homes. Here is where the difficulty begins. 

When two youngsters from neighboring homes leave for 
school in the morning, one may be entitled to bus trans- 
portation, the other not. One boards a bus, the other 
walks. The weather may be inclement. 

Bus drivers, being kindly individuals, dislike such 
Situations. Through the generosity of their hearts, they 
have been known to open the door to one and all. 

Transportation by bus is expensive to the taxpayers. 
The per pupil cost in Andover is $26.40. The school 
system engages a fleet of eleven buses, plus a spare for 
emetgencies. These vehicles travel anywhere from 66 to 
78 miles.a day in transporting children to and from school. 

Joseph Connor, the bus coordinator, was on hand at last 
week’s school board meeting to supply details of this 
year’s operations. He provided information on the various 
routes, how far the buses travel and the number of pupils 
they transport. He also showed that the men who operate 
the school buses are not making a fortune. 

Mr. Connor explained that it is necessary for a man to 
have another job from which he may take four hours a day 
to operate a school bus. His remuneration from the town 
for 40 weeks is ‘approximately $41.00 a week. All things 
considered, it isn’t easy to get qualified men to assume 
this employment. 

A plan has been devised by which the school depart- 
ment will issue a bus pass to each youngster who is 
entitled to ride to and from school. This is one way 
through which confusion will be eliminated. 

School committee members discussed the transportation 
problem at length with Supt. Erickson. At the end, they 
authorized him to enforce the distance regulations during 
the coming year. 

It is to be hoped that parents of children on the border- 
lines of the bus pick-up zones will understand and co- 
operate. 


Fall Inspection 


Sometime during the remainder of September and early 
October, every car owner must have his automobile in- 
Spected., 

This will be the first inspection period regulated by 
the present Registrar of Motor Vehicles, James R. Lawton, 
and it will be one of the stiffest ever, 

Under orders issued by Registrar Lawton, all registry 
inspectors will be assigned to check on the inspection 
stations. Previously, this task was relegated to a certain 
group. These men only were able to visit the inspection 
stations in their areas infrequently. 

In the next few weeks, registry men will be dropping in 
at the stations with clock-like regularity. Sometimes, two 
or three times a day. 

Alerted to this fact, those inspection station operators 
who in the past may have given cars the once over lightly, 
will be inclined to more thoroughness. 

This system is only one of the new registrar’s innova- 
tions. But it is probably one of the most important. After 
all, the intent of the car inspection is to get jalopies off 
the road. The inspections can be no better than the men 


who make them.
